of her son, W. E. D. Stokes Jr.., 
which she relinquished to Stokes 
soon after her marriage in 1902 to 
Philip M. Lydig. 

Mrs. Lydig’s divorce from her 
second husband was obtained. in 
Paris in 1919 on grounds that did 
not meet the requirements of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church for 
the remarriage of a divorcee. Fol- 
lowing Bishop Manning's refusal 
to consent to her proposed mar- 
riage to Dr. Grant, Mrs. Iydig re- 
turned to Paris in the hope of re- 
opening the case. . 

Her object, it was believed, was 
to obtain a change in the wording 
of the divorce decision in order to} 
comply with the canons of the 
church. It was found impossible, 
however, under French law, to re- 
the case. 

During her stay in\Paris, Mrs.
